Stocks  of  leaf  tooacco  owned  by  dealers  and  mi  nufacturers  amounted 
to  2,3^6,630,000  pounds  on  April  1,  1935,  compared  with  2,^4,95^,000 
pounds  on  April  1,  I93U,  and  2,223, 8SU, 000  pounds  on  January  1,  1935- 
This  is  a  decrease  in  the  total  stocks  of  83,32^,000  pounds  under  the 
stocks  of .  a  year  ago  and  an  increase  of  122,7^6,000  pounds  over  the 
January  1,  1935,  stocks.. 

Stocks  of  flue-r.ured  tobacco  on  April  1,  1935.  were  731>513>000 
pounds,  compared  with  785,207,000  pounds  on  April  1,  193%  a  decrease  of 
53,684,000  pounds..  During  the  first  quarter  of  1935  flue-aured  stocks 
decreased  91,700,000  pounds,  compared  with  a  decrease  of  72,917,000  pounds 
during  the  first  quarter  of  193^*   The  stocks  of  Ty^pe   11  on  April  1,  1935» 
were  reported  as  339, 220,000  pounds;  Type  12  as  2^10, 1+32", 000  pounds;  Type 
13  as  113,065,000  pounds;  and  Type  lU  as  38,796,000  pounds.   The  distribu- 
tion according  to  groups  was  in  about  the  same  proportion  as  on  January  1. 

Stocks  of  fire-cured  tobacco  were  reported  as  231,218,000  pounds 
on  April  1,  1935,  compared  with  226,589,000  pounds  on  April  1,  193%  an 
increase  of  about h^  million -pounds.  .The  increase -for  the  quarter  appears 
about  normal  considering  the  fact  that  this  is  the  period  during  which  the 
bulk  of  these  types  is.  marketed.  Virginia  Fire-cured,  Type  21,  stocks, 
reported  as  3%  1^5*  000  pounds,  were  about  3g- 'million  pounds  lower  than  on 
April  1.  193%  Type  22,  reported  as  1^9,^92,000  pounds,  showed  an  increase 
of  about  13  million  pounds  over  the  previous  April  1  stocks.   Type  23  stocks, 
reported  as  43,004,000  pounds,  were  nearly  5  million  pounds  lower  than  a 
year  ago.   Stocks  of  Henderson  Stemming,  reported  as  4,577.000  pounds,  were 
only  slightly  under  last.  April  1  stocks. 

Bu'rley  stocks  were  about  40^.  million  pounds  lo^er  on  AToril  1,  193% 
than  they  were  a  year  ago  April  1.   The-Apr.il  1,  193  ■>    report  shows 
788,998.000  pounds  of  3urley  on  hand,  compared  with  82°, 593,000  pounds  on 
hand  April  1,  193^»   The' increase  in  Burley  stocks  during  the  first  quarter 
of  1935  amounted  to  about  98  million  pounds,  eonpared  with  244  million 
pounds  increase  during  the  first  quarter  of  193"'»  Maryland  tobacco  stocks 
were  only  slightly  higher  than  they  were  a  year  ago.   The  April  1,  1935, 
report  shows  32,115|000  pounds  of  Maryland . tobacco  on  hand.

One  Sucker  stocks  on  April  1,  1935,  amounted  to  40,823,000  pounds, 
slightly  lower  than  a  year  afro  and  about  1  ;  million  pounds  higher  than  on 
January  1.   Green  River  stocks,  reported  as  37,235,000  pounds  on  April  1, 
were  only  slightly  lower  than  a  year  ago  and  were  a  little  over  7  million 
pounds  higher  than  on  January  1,  1935*   Virginia  Sun-cured  stocks  were 
reported  as  3,003,000  pounds  on  April  1,  1935.  about  a.  million  and  a  half 
pounds  lower  than  a  yea.r  ago.  Miscellaneous  Domestic  stocks  were  reported 
as  1,718,000  pounds,  and  foreign  grown  cigarette  tobacco  as  82,639*000 
pounds  on  April  1,  1935* 


APRIL  1  CIGAR  LEAF  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Stocks  of  American  grown  cigar  filler  types  amounted  to  182,164,000 
pounds  on  April  1,  1935?  compared  with  174,153,000  pounds  on  April  1,  1934, 
a  decrease  of  about  8  million  pounds.   Type  Hi,  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf, 
stocks  on  April  1,  1935,  were  93,573,000  poundo;  Type  42,  Gebhardt, 
25,250,000  pounds;  Type  43,  Zimmer,  29,841,000  pounds;  Type  44,  Dutch, 
8,99^,000  pounds;  Type  45,  Georgia  and  Florida  Sun-grown,  1,376,000  pounds; 
and  Type  46,  Puerto  Rican,  23,125,000  pounds.   The  detailed  report  by  groups 
of  grades  shows  134,064,000  pounds,  or  73  P<?r  cent,  of  the  filler  types,  in 
the  C  group  as  actual  filler  grades,  and  45,312,000  pounds,  or  about  25  per 
cent,  in  the  X  group  or  stemming  grades. 

The  cigar  binder  type  stocks,  some  of  which  are  used  for  wrappers, 
were  about  4  million  pounds  lower  on  April  1,  1935j  than  they  were  a  year 
ago  April  1.   Total  binder  type  stocks  were  reported  as  192,503,000  pounds 
en  April  1,  1935-   Type  51,  Connecticut  Broadleaf,  stocks,  were  reported 
as  37,423,000  pounds;  Type  52,  Connecticut  Havana  Seed,  33,911,000  pounds; 
Type  53,  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed,  2,423,000  pounds;  Type  5*+» 
Southern  Wisconsin,  75,195,000  pounds;  Type  55,  Northern  Wisconsin, 
43,551>000  pounds.  The  detailed  report  by  groups  of  grades  shows  that  of 
the  total  binder  type  stocks  reported,  5,233,000  pounds  are  of  wrapper 
quality,  72,732,000  pounds  are  binders,  9,829,000  po-  ids  are  fillers, 
104,475,000  pounds  are  X  group  or  stemming  grade  tobacco,  and  the  balance 
scrap  or  nondescript. 

Shade-grown  wrapper  type  stocks  were  1,006,000  pounds  lower  on 
April  1,  1935,  than  on  April  1,  193^.   The  April  1  report  of  this  year 
shows  12,671,000  pounds  of  shade  wrapper-  type  stocks  on  hand.   Connecticut 
Valley  shade  stocks  were  reported  as  9» 707 ,000  pounds,  and  Georgia  and 
Florida  shade  stocks  as  2,964,000  pounds.  Of  the  total  shade  stocks  re-, 
ported,  10,004,000  pounds  are  shown  in  the  A  group  as  being  of  actual 
wrapper  quality. 

Foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  tobacco  stocks  were  reported  as  10,030,000 
pounds  on  April  1,  1935,  as  compared  with  11,296,000  pounds  on  April  1,
